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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-41 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicants' amendment filed October 24, 2006. 
Claims 1, 5, 10, 11, 16, 17, 22, 23, 40 and 41 have been amended. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments filed October 24, 2006 have been fully considered with 
the following effect: 

1 . The applicant's amendments and arguments are sufficient to overcome the 35 
USC § 1 12, second paragraph rejections, labeled paragraph 3) of the last office action, 
which are hereby withdrawn. 

2. With regards to the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection as 
being unpatentable over copending Application No. 10/480,019 of the last office action, 
the applicants' requested that this rejection be held in abeyance at this time. 

Claims 1-10, 20 and 21 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of 
copending Application No. 1 0/480,01 9, for reasons of record. 

In view of the amendment dated October 24, 2006, the following new grounds of 
rejection apply: 

Election/Restrictions 

3. The applicants are reminded of the presence of non-elected subject matter in 
claims 1-9, 1 1-23, 40 and 41 with traverse in the reply filed on March 27, 2006. 
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4. Claims 24-39 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on March 14, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-9, 18, 20, 22 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The amendment to the 
definition of R' where the definition of R' includes the moieties -(Q) a -(CH 2 )b-(0) a -R and - 
(0) a -(CH 2 )b-5- or 6-membered aromatic heterocycle containing from 1 to 4 heteroatoms 
selected from nitrogen, oxygen and sulfur, which are not described in the specification 
with respect to the genus of formula (I). 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1-9, 11-18, 20-23, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The following reasons apply: 

a) Claims 1-5, 7-9, 18, 20, 22 and 40 are vague and indefinite in that it is not 
known what is meant by the moiety HC(=NR 6 )(NHR 7 ) in the definition of Ri, 
which is a compound and not a substituent, i.e. this moiety is already valence 
satisfied. 

b) Claims 1-7, 9, 18, 20, 22 and 40 are vague and indefinite in that it is not 
known what is meant by the moiety CH 2 S03H in the definition of Y. 

c) Claim 8 is vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant by the 
definition of R 8 , which is not stated in the form of a proper Markush grouping, i.e. 
R 8 is .... and. 

d) Claim 8 is vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant by 
moiety OY1 , which is not defined in the claim. 

e) Claims 11-17 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant 
by the "and" which follows the definition of RV 

f) Claims 11-17 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant 
by the nucleus of the aryl in the definition of Rg. 

g) Claims 11-17 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant 
by the variable n '1 , which is not defined in the claim. 

h) Claims 11-17 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant 
by the definition of the variable n'i where there is no variable n'i in the claim. 
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i) Claim 22 is vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant by 
"an active ingredient comprising at least one (3-lactamase inhibiting agent 
comprising a compound as defined in claim 1". 

j) Claim 23 is vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant by 
"an active ingredient at least one (3-lactamase inhibiting agent comprising a 
compound as defined in claim 10". 

k) Claims 22, 23, 40 and 41 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known 
what is meant by (3-lactamase inhibiting agent, which does not set forth the 
metes and bounds of the claim. 

I) Claims 40 and 41 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is 
meant by the additional active component, i.e. beta-lactam medicament agent, 
which does not set forth the metes and bounds of the claim.

7. Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
